The two depots opened by the 
soctal work Committee to control the 
price of rice, under Government 
ausplens, hoye met with inslant suc- 
cess, and already many- rice -firms 
in the Colony have reduced thelr 
prices in an effort to compete with 
the depots, it is reported. : 

- This was ‘revealed by the Rev, 
H. A. Wittenbach, Director ‘of the 
Committee, to. the. S. C, M, Post 
yesterday, when he’ sald that, the 

, main object of the scheme was to 
protect the poor from the high: 
‘ prices. being charged -by some shops 
at the present time. : 


The two depots, one at Central 
Market, Hongkong, and the other at 
the. Chinese -Y-NMLC.A,, Waterloo 
Road, Kowloon, opened on Saturday 
from 6 am. to 10 a.m. and” -ogain 
from 2 p.m. to 6 pan., and sold over 
$6,000 worth of rice, mostly of the 
first grade. 


"We did nut expect so great a 
crowd," sold Mr Wittenbach, “and 
the depot ‘nt the Central Market was 
practically besieged by hundreds of 
‘buyers. We had the Pollce on duty 
‘and the crowd was well regutated. 
We sold about 400. bags, mostly of 
the first grade—I would say three- 
to-one in favour of the first grode 
rice, ie, the No, 1 Salgon ul $14.80 
per pleul. The cheaper~ kind aot 
Sl4 per pleul was bought mainly by 
the poorer people." 

There wos an equal rush yesterday 
and the helpers had a busy time. 
Each buyer was only allowed to pur- 
chase $2 worth. at a time. 


Voluntary Workers 


Mr Wittenbach suld that the de- 
pots will continue to sell rice be- 
tween the hours mentioned until they 
succeed In forcing the denters to 
teduce thelr prices. He sald that 
25 people were employed at the 
Central Market and 20 in the’ Kow- 
toon depot. Most of them were 
voluntary helpers, but a few refugees 
(rom the Government cumps asslsted 
tn the heavier wort. 

Asked whether more depots will 
be opened shortly, he said that the 
mutter would be discussed at a mect- 
ing of the Commiittee to be held 
to-day, and‘ added that the greatest 
obstacle in. the way of opening fur- 
ther depots was ‘the difficulty of 
finding sufficient personnel to operate 
them, 

He said that there were sufficient | ! 
stocks available, and expected that 
the prices in the rice shops would 
come down very quickly as a result 
of the selling scheme. He added 
that he was grateful to all those who 
had so loyally and. enthusiastically 
nssisted in the work. 

Inquiries made elsewhere revealed 
that the wholesale price of rice had 
dropped by. over $1 a pictl on 
Saturdsy, and this Is attributed | t 
partly to competition from ‘the Gov-{! 
ernment-sponsored depots. 

It is rumoured that an attempt will 
be made by rice dealers to request 
Government, to abandon the plun 
for crention of a rice monopoly, by 
presenting 2 petition which, * it [s 
stated, is being prepared"by a well- 
known legal firm. i

Death was 
due to heart fatlure. . 


_Mr Eu was generally reckoned a 
multimillionaire, and his rise from 
comparative poverty ‘was quoted as 
an example of unaided business en-

Born near Canton, 64° years ago, 
Mr Eu inherited a small legacy which 
enabled him to migrate to Singapore 
where he laid the foundation of his 
immense fortune. His first money 
was made by dealing in patent medi- 
cines hut later he opened a money 
exchange in his drug store branches 
and earned steady’ commissions on 
the remittances sent by Chinese in 
Malaya to their native villages, 


‘The major portion of his‘ fortune, 
however, came from, wise Iand pur- 
chases in Malaya. When’ the tin 
boom broke there, rich deposits were 
found: on his land and he owned 
many mines outright. 


Mr Eu travelled extensively in 
middle age but resided mainly In 
Malaya‘in a marble villa said to have 
cost $1,000,000, Straits currency. 

Moving to Hongkong in 1927, Mr 
Eu_began_investing_in_real_estate_and, 
building palatial cnstles for his 
fumlly and modern apartments for 
letting.

A NEW AIR AGE 


SOME people; with much 
ingenuity, ‘discover compensa- 
tions in the ruin of central arens 
of towns that have been heavily 
bombed. One proposal is that 


ysuch space should be earmarked 


forthwith as future aerodromes. 
Great numbers of aircraft 
should be available, after the 


war, for conversion to civil 
purposes. If the ordinary 
British citizen’s lack of air- 
mindedness could be overcome 
(perhaps the events of the war 
will achieve that result; perhaps 
not), there ought to be a great 
boom in air travel, both. within 
the country and far beyond it. 
Hitherto a heavy handicap has 
been the lack of aerodromes in 
-or-near-the-centre-ofour_cities.. 
This has meant that the busi- 
ness man going by air from, gay, | 
Edinburgh to London has found 
that the time saved in the 
journey proper is largely eaten 
into by the process of getting 
from the terminal airport to_his 
business objective. There have 
been suggestions that. landing 
grounds could be established on 
the roofs of railway stations, 
from which local trains could 
take passengers speedily to their 
destinations. 
Undoubtedly there 
great ‘opportunities for  re- 
planning, and the war-time 
bomber may have cleared tho 
way for a great development of 
the use of peace-time aircraft. 
But to plan is one thing and to 
execute is another. Many town- 
planning enthusiasts appear not 
to appreciate the many difficul- 
ties and stringencies which will 
have to be faced after the war, 
and which may make_ progress 
towards ideal towns ‘and cities 
much slower than all would hope 
to see. : 
THE CULT OF. HATE 


. Does war of itself engender hatred? 
It is argued that decent soldiers do 
not hate thelr enemies; that soldiers 
and sailors of al} nattonalities have 
more of the spirit of good fellowship 
than of enmity. It is only when hate 
is used as a part of military technique 
and Jashed to a fury by lying pro- 
poganda that opposing nations are 
filled with bitter animosity. 

Unfortunately, an exception mus¢ 
be made in the case of the Germans. 
Long before the Nazis seized powcr 
they fancled themselves as a fighting 
and conquering people, nnd therefore 
of necessity flied with hatred of thelr 
intended victims, Under the rule of 
the Nazis this hatred has spread to all 
the world, and where they do not 
hate they despise, even thelr so-called 
Allics, a . 

Tho German people have been sub+ 
jected to a polsonous propaganda for 
which thelr lenders are primarily 
responsible. But the people them- 
selves aro not guiltless. ere must 
be something seriously wrong with,

Even after the marriage 
has taken place, the guarantor’s 
responsibility continues, but if 
he has to make any payments to 
the parents he can recover treble 
their value from tho errant 
husband, always provided the 
latter cnn be found.

H. A. Wittenbach, Director of the 
Committee, to the S, C, M, Post 
yesterday, when he sald that . the 
‘ main object of the scheme was to 
protect the poor from the high 
prices being charged by some shops 
at the present time, 


The’ two depots, one at Central 
Market, Hongkong, and the. other nt 
the Chinese. YsMLC.A, V 
Road, Kowloon, opened on Saturday 
from 6 a.m, to 10°a.m, and again 
from 2.p.m. to 6 pam, and sold over 
$6,000 worth of rice, mostly of the 
first grade. 


“We did not expect so great a 
crowd," said Mr Wittenbach, “and 
the depot, at the Central Market was 
practically besieged by hundreds of 
buyers. We had the Potlee on duty 
and the crowd was well regulated. 
We sold nbout 400 bags, mostly of 
the first grade—I would say threc- 
to-one in favour of the first grade 
rice, i.c., the No. 1 Saigon at $14.80 
per pleul. The cheaper kind at 
$14 per ple) was bought mainly by 
the poorer people.” 

There was in equal rush yesterday 
and the helpers had a busy tlme. 
Each buyer was only allowed to pur- 
chase $2 worth at a time. 


Voluntary Workers 


Mr Wiltenbach sald that the de- 
pots, will continue to sell rice bve- 
tween the hours mentioned until they 
succeed In foreing the dealers to 
reduce their prices. He sald that 
23 people were employed at. the 
Central Market and 20 in the Kow- 
loon depot. Most of them were 
voluntary helpers, but a few refugees 
trom the Government camps assisted 
in the heavier work. 

Asked whether more depots will 
be opencd shortly, he sald that the 
matter would be discussed at n mect- 

‘Ing of the Committee te ve held 
to-day, and added that the greatest 
obstacle in the way of opening fur- 
ther depots was the difficulty of 
finding sufficient personnel to operate 
‘them.

He added 
that he was grateful to all those who 
nad so loyally and enthusiastically 
assisted fn the work. 

Inquiries made elsewhere revealed 
that the wholesale price of rice had 
dropped by over $1 a -picul on 
Saturday, and this is attributed 
partly to competition from the Gov- 
ernment-sponsored depots.

! Night Soll Coolles Demonstrate. A 
_dé¢monstration by about 1,500 former 
“nightsoil ‘coolles “to-day threatening to 
vastume seriloits proportions, suddenly 
petered out about 6 p.m. when the de- 
mnonstrators, consisting mostly of wo- 
men .and- children, quictly ‘dispersed 
and: went ‘home, -atter thelr leaders, 
having’ falled to ‘interview the 
Governor‘ or the’ Chairman of the 
‘Urban Council,‘saw. Hon. Mr M, K, Lo. 
~The domonstration started in Caine 
Road in the morning and a procession 
marched to Government House, headed 
by a banner which bore the. inscription 
“ia Excellency the Governor, Mercy, 
Restore our Mving. Nightsol! Carriers.” 


Apparently under the impression that 
the Governor's oMce wos near the 
Hongkong Bank, the _demonatrators 
marched dawn Garden Road, Fant the 
Peak tram stallon before they discover~ 
ed thelr crror and turned » towards 
Government House, halting outside 
where a riot nearly occurred. 


After their ringleaders ‘ind uppealed 
to the crowd to disperse, one man 
refused to budge and started to argue. 
When an order was made for hls orrest. 
dozens of women surged forward. and 
attempted to attack the pollee. Thr 
were held back, but for 10 minutes an 
ugly scene was threatened. 

When the women finally decided to 
desist, they: were again addressed by 
Mr W. P, Thompson, ASP. 
warned them that unless they  dis- 
persed, the pollee would be obliged 
reluctantly, to use force, 


Commissioner on Scene 


At this point the Commissioner of 
Pollec, Hon, Mr J. 2% Pennefather- 
Evans, accompanied by the Assistant 
Commissioner of Potlec, Mr C, G, Per- 
due arrived, at Government House. 
The demonstrators, then started te 
move. 

About-ten minutes after the coolles 
had started to disperse, following Mr 
Thompson's fina) warning, some: two 
or three hundred of them reformed 
their ranks at the bottom of Garden 
Road and marched back towards Gov 
ernment House, 3 

All entrances to Government Mouse 
were blocked by the pollee and mill- 
lary and the demonstrators satisfied - 
themselves with squatting down Jn 
the rodd leading round by Government 
House gardens, . 

It appears that they Intended to at- 
tempt to stay there until they received 
an answer from -the Governor, 

They squatted down in Upper Albert 
Road, Garden Rond and near the 
Botanical Gardens, while thelr four 
lenders altempted to: present a petition 
to the Governor. However, His Ex- 
egllency refused io interview them, 

An ‘emergence police sqund was 
despatched to Government House. to 
maintain order, and later Mr Thomp- 
son arrived and spake to the six ring
